PROVISIONAL  SPECIFICATION  left  by  Francis  Sewell  Cole  at  the 
Office  of  the  Commissioners  of  Patents,  with  his  Petition,  on  the 
30th  November  1853. 

I,  Francis  Sewell  Cole,  of  Childown,  in  the  County  of  Surrey, 
5  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for  “A  Smoke¬ 
consuming  Apparatus  for  enabling  every  Fire  to  consume  its  own 
Smoke  ”  to  be  as  follows : — 

By  the  means  of  an  iron  chimney  pipe  or  series  of  pipes,  forming  the 
entrance  of  the  chimney  of  and  returning  to,  under,  and  through  any 
10  fire-place  or  furnace,  and  rising  above  the  level  of  the  entrance  and 
terminating  in  the  chimney,  causing  the  smoke  of  that  same  fire-place 
or  furnace  to  return  to  or  under  and  through  that  same  fire-place  or 
furnace,  so  that  when  the  pipes  become  heated  red  hot,  that  red  heat 
shall  ignite  and  consume  the  smoke  passing  through  the  pipes ;  any 
1 5  soot  or  residium  from  such  ignition  being  received  in  a  close  receptacle 
for  that  purpose  underneath  the  fire-place  or  furnace,  which  receptacle 
can  be  at  any  time  emptied.
